In reply to the Office Action dated September 25, 2003, requesting an election 
of one invention to prosecute in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants 
hereby provisionally elect to prosecute the invention of Invention Group n, 
represented by claims 6-19, 22-24, 25-30, 33-34, 40-52, 56-58, 59-64, 67-68, 74-87, 
90-92, 93-98, 101-105. This election is made without prejudice to or disclaimer of the 
other claims or inventions disclosed. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Restriction Requirement, and 
consideration and allowance of all pending claims, are respectfully requested. 
Separate prosecution of Invention Groups I , II, HI and IV as characterized by the 
Examiner, would be burdensome and create unnecessary expense.
